How to find us: 

Before you can discover all Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has to offer, you have to get 
here, and thankfully we are not hard to 
find. Our most popular route into town 
runs from the Queen Elizabeth Way 
(QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the 
QEW to Niagara-on-the-Lake, then fol¬ 
low signs to connect to Regional Road 
55 by turning left on to York Road, then 
make a right at the first set of lights to 
take Airport Road, the shortest path to 
Regional Road 55, which is called 
“Niagara Stone Road" locally. Turn 
right onto Stone Road and enjoy the 
scenery of lush vineyards, our newly 
installed roundabout and the bustling 
commerce of Virgil before you arrive at 
Queen Street in the Old Town. When 
you get to the end of the road, with the 
golf course and the lake ahead of you, 
turn right to get to the heart of the Old 
Town and the Shaw Festival theatres. 

Once you’re within the municipality, 
please check the map on Page 20 and 21 
to navigate your way around town. 
Detailed driving directions are also 
available from the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from 
Toronto is often heavy. Allow at least 
two hours for your drive from Toronto, 
especially if you have theatre tickets. For

N iagara-on-the-Lake is history come 
to life. 

The Old Town, with its beautiful 
heritage buildings, is steeped in history that 

The town, known in early years as 
Newark, was the first capital of Upper 
Canada, site of the first library, newspaper 
and golf course, and passed the first anti¬ 
slavery legislation. 

It was also the site of important battles of 
the War of 1812, which established our 
country. 

The town itself had been settled by 
American Loyalists who fled to Niagara 
during the American Revolution. Then, in 
the days leading up to the War of 1812, 

Fort George became a stronghold with a 
British military base, and residents found 
themselves within range of enemy cannons 
at Fort Niagara, just across the river. 

The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston Heights in 
October of 1812, but lost brilliant military 
strategist General Isaac Brock. The 
Americans attacked again the following

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May, destroying Fort George and taking the 
town. It was the following December, 1813, 
that the Americans retreated, burning the 
town as they fled. 

Conflicts continued into the fell of 1814, 
by which time both sides had invaded each 
others territory, some successfully. But these 
areas were restored by the Treaty of Ghent 
which re-instated original boundaries, and 
led to the 200 years of peace. 

Visitors to the town today are likely to see 
historic strollers, today’s residents dressed in 
period costumes, on our main street. Well- 
versed in history, they are happy to stop to 
chat or pose for a picture. 

McFarland House on the Niagara Parkway 
was the sole property to survive the town’s 
infamous burning—visit it and discover 
why. Hear the tmth behind Laura Secord’s 
midnight walk to alert the British of 
pending invasion by visiting her Queenston 
homestead. Visit Brock’s Monument at 
Queenston Heights and discover how one 
general could rate four separate burials. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s as a 
monument to the struggle for Canadian 
sovereignty. 

It's the perfect place to visit, more than 
200 years after the war, to experience those 
tumultuous times when Canada’s very 
existence hung in the balance, and see for 
yourself how the story ends. Passionate 
costumed Parks Canada staff fill the air with 
music, smells of the kitchen, and the power 
of musketry and artillery and offer a variety 
of exciting presentations that bring the 
drama of the war to life. 

Fort George is also home to the 
internationally renowned Fife and Drum 
Corps of the 4lst Regiment of Foot, an 
experience not to be missed. Fort George 
honours the British regulars, local 
Canadian militia, and the First Nations 
who defended our country. For more 
information about the many events at Fort

RECREATIONAL TRAILS 

There are two main trails which run 
through NOTL and meet in the Old 
Town. One is the NOTL portion of the 
Waterfront Trail, which begins shortly 
past the Port Weller Bridge on Lakeshore 
Road, continues to East and West Line 
and begins again at Mary and 
Mississauga Streets, travels along Mary, 
and across King to John Street and the 
Niagara River Parkway, where the 
Niagara Parks Commission has a staging 
area and parking lot. It then meets the 
Niagara River Recreational Trail, which 
winds along the river and the Niagara 
Parkway, through the historic village of 
Queenston and up the escarpment, for 
the full 56-kilometre length of the trail 
from NOTL to Fort Erie. 

EBIKE RENTALS 

If you can ride a bicycle, you can ride an 
ebike—in fact it’s even easier, with no 
pedalling, no gears or clutch, and no 



driving licence is required. Ebikes travel 
at speeds up to 32 kilometres an hour, 
and the charge will take you about 60 
kilometres, although you’re asked to stay 
within a 12-kilometre radius of Old 
Town. That’s far enough to tour local 
wineries and enjoy beautiful bike paths. 
You can choose between something light 
that looks like a bicycle with a battery, 
or one a little sturdier that resembles a 
scooter. A helmet is supplied.

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T he 54th season of the Shaw Festival 
offers theatre for everyone - 
including families. 

There are four distinct Shaw stages, each 
one with its own character. 

The Festival Theatre, on Queen’s Parade, 
is where the grand productions are staged. 
At that location, you will also find a retail 
shop, a cafe, a rehearsal studio now used 


for intimate performances, and a patio 
surrounded by beautiful gardens. 

At the Festival Theatre this season is 
Sweet Charity, a Neil Simon musical that 
reveals the bold and colourful world of 
1960s New York. It promises to be a 
“spectacle” in the best sense, gorgeous 
visually, with a crazy energy perfect for the 
large stage. 


Also at the Festival Theatre is George 
Bernard Shaw’s Pygmalion, with a new 
look.

It has the barest of sets, but on it

Bernard Shaw’s You Never Can Tell is 
delightful, funny - a bouyant, carefree 
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comedy with its serious moments. It will 
have a new look on the smaller Royal 
George stage, where the audience can 
expect to be drawn in to carefully listen to 
each word. 

The Divine: A Play for Sarah Bernhardt 
is a new play by Quebec superstar 
playwright Michel Marc Bouchard, who 
spent two summers in residence at the 
Shaw working on the play commissioned 
by the Festival. He had stumbled on the 
story about the famous actress performing 
in Quebec City at the turn of the 20th 
century, when the Catholic Church tried to 
send her packing and have her plays 
cancelled - and he decided it was perfect 
for the Shaw, where it will be performed 
on the Royal George stage. 

The Lady from the Sea, Top Girls, and 
The Twelve-Pound Look, the three plays at 
the Court House this season - often the 
plays most likely to be remembered - are 
about women, their lives, loves and 
relationships. 


Court House productions ate memorable 
partly because of the intimacy of the 327- 
seat theatre, but also because it’s perfect 
for programming the plays that are not as 
well-known as some of the others. 

A new version of Henrik Ibsen’s The 
Lady from the Sea, by Erin Shields, is a 
romance where the pull of family and the 
recognition of deep true love are portrayed 
with great empathy. 

Top Girls, by Caryl Churchill, was 
written and set during the Margaret 
Thatcher era, and explores the changing 
roles of women, while The Twelve-Pound 
Look, by J.M. Barrie (of Peter Pan fame) is 
a one-act play that has been called a 
“feminist battle cry” written in 1892. 

At the newer Studio Theatre, with less 
than 200 seats, is The Intelligent 
Homosexual’s Guide to Capitalism and 
Socialism with a Key to the Scriptures - 
the cast and production crew refer to it as 
iHo - by Tony Kushnet, a brilliant 
playwright who has written an Arthur 


Miller-type play. It’s a major work, an 
examination of contemporary values as a 
large, vocal and dysfunctional family 
gathers at their Brooklyn home to discuss 
everything from politics to society and sex. 
It’s intense and serious yet often hilarious, 
a combination that is both thought- 
provoking and hugely entertaining. 

Downstairs at the Rehearsal Hall, this 
Shaw season is featuring a new theatre 
space to stage a cabaret of the music of 
Kurt Weill, a leading composer in the 
first half of the 20th century. It’s called 
The Next Whiskey Bar, created by Shaw 
veterans Paul Sportelli and Jay Turvey, set 
in a run-down bar in a German port town 
in 1923. Order a drink and enjoy classics 
such as Mack the Knife, and some lesser- 
known works, accompanied by a six-piece 
band - something completely new and 
different at the Shaw.
